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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
As  we  prepare  our  annual  report  for  fiscal  year  1974  and  enter 
the  1975  fiscal  year  the  town  is  faced  with  the  dilemma  of  rapidly 
rising  costs  and  some  reduced  revenues.  In  preparing  our  budget 
for  the  Town  for  the  coming  year  every  consideration  has  been 
given  to  hold  budget  items  to  the  absolute  minimum  in  order  to 
prevent  rising  taxes.  However,  several  major  items  of  expense 
face  the  Town's  voters  this  year,  namely  the  purchase  of  a  new 
Town  highway  dump  truck,  the  change-over  to  sanitary  landfill 
or  other  types  of  rubbish  disposal.  We  have  to  start  considering 
tax  mapping  in  order  to  meet  the  1980  deadline,  for  mapping  re- 
quires two  to  three  years  of  preliminary  work  in  order  to  complete 
the  final  map.  After  long  deliberation  we  must  give  careful  con- 
sideration to  replacing  the  Ford  police  cruiser  if  we  are  to  main- 
tain the  necessary  level  of  police  protection  that  has  been  estab- 
lished over  the  past  few  years. 

We  are  asking  for  an  increase  in  the  highway  maintenance 
budget  to  try  to  maintain  our  current  level  of  road  repair,  to  do 
some  much  delayed  sealing  of  paved  roads,  and  to  offset  revenues 
from  flood  work  and  the  expending  of  excess  highway  subsidy  and 
Class  V  maintenance  funds. 

The  highway  crew  has  completed  all  of  the  repairs  caused  by 
the  flooding  and  were  able  to  pave  Bliss  Hill,  widen  and  gravel 
parts  of  North  Road  and,  hopefully,  if  time  and  funds  permit  to 
pave  it  this  year. 

The  board  hired  a  much-needed  secretary  soon  after  the  1974 
annual  meeting  to  take  over  some  of  the  extreme  load  of  paper 
work  that  has  burdened  most  of  our  time  in  carrying  out  the 
duties  of  the  Selectmen's  Office.  We  are  asking  for  an  increase  in 
Town  Officers'  Salaries  so  that  she  may  work  more  hours  to 
assume  an  even  greater  amount  of  the  cumbersome  paper  work 
that  is  being  required  by  various  Federal  and  State  agencies. 

The  board  has  recently  transferred  its  checking  and  cash 
accounts  to  the  New  London  Trust  Co.,  New  London,  N.  H. 
Through  financial  advice  and  suggestions  from  them  we  feel  that 
a  better  investment  of  idle  funds  and  cash  accounts  will  generate 
income  which  will  help  to  reduce  budget  items  in  the  future. 

Due  to  the  number  of  pressing  problems  and  needs  of  the 
community  which  we  now  face  we  have  need  of  several  commit- 
tees to  work  with  the  Selectmen  in  arriving  at  workable  solu- 
tions for  them.  We  would  appreciate  it  if  anyone  willing  to  give 
some  time  and  energy  for  the  betterment  of  Danbury  would  please 
come  forward  at  Town  Meeting.

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  Highways. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
siim  of  $955.71  TRA  money  and  receive  the  State  contribution  of 
$6,371.41. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  any  unexpected 
sums  appropriated  for  Civil  Defense  and  the  Forest  Fire  Division 
to  Capital  Reserve  Funds  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  real  estate  taken  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of  taxes 
or  by  Collector's  deed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  or  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
extending,  enlarging  and  building  a  fence  for  the  Riverdale  Ceme- 
tery. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $180.00  for  the  continuation  of  service  to  the  low-income 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Danbury  through  the  Franklin  Area  Cen- 


ter  System  of  the  Belknap  and  Merrimack  Counties,  Inc.  Commun- 
ity Action  Program. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  Barney  -  Schegel 
Lot  and  use  said  funds  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck,  (re- 
quested.) 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  old  grader  and 
bulldozer  plow  and  apply  monies  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new 
truck,  (requested.) 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire  the  State  Highway 
Department  buildings  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate 
with  the  State  to  acquire  said  buildings,  (requested.) 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  shall  take  in  regard  to  a 
sanitary  landfill  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  (requested.) 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  may  take  in  regard  to  a  tax 
map  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,   (requested.) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  new  portion  of 
roads  which  have  been  built  at  Metcalfe's  Comer,  Taylor  Corner 
and  Danbury  Inn  Road  and  convey  the  old  roads  to  the  abutters, 
(requested.) 


16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  and  make 
subject  to  gates  and  bars  the  highway  described  as  follows:  Flan- 
ders Road  from  Taylor  Hill  road  to  the  Alexandria  Town  Line, 
as  provided  in  RSA  238:2.  The  gates  and  bars  shall  be  maintained 
by  the  Town. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  necessary 
sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  highway  truck  and

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  used  fire  truck  and  auth- 
orize the  withdrawal  oi  two  thousand  dollars   ($2,000.00)   for  this 
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purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the 
balance  to  be  paid  by  issuance  of  long  term  notes  for  4  years. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1000  and  transfer  the  same  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  Fire  Department  Equipment. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  necessary 
sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser  and  auth- 
orize the  withdrawal  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for  this 
purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the 
balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  or  trade  the  old  cruiser  and  apply  proceeds  to  above  purchase. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  agrees  to  participate  in  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  by  directing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
complete  the  eligibility  application  and  submit  the  required  infor- 
mation to  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore the  meeting.

Your  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  Deputies  wish  again  to 
thank  one  and  all  of  you  for  your  help  in  keeping  our  town 
practically  free  from  fires  this  past  year. 

We  had  one  small  fire  in  town  this  year  which  burned 
approximately  one  acre  of  grass  and  brush  land. 

We  issued  112  permits  this  year  with  a  small  percentage 
being  issued  for  incinerators,  but  look  for  incinerator  per- 
mits to  increase  next  year  due  to  the  fact  the  town  will  have 
to  cease  dump  burning  July  1,  1975. 

If  you  are  thinking  of  setting  up  your  own  incinerator 
it  would  be  of  help  to  you  to  talk  with  one  of  us  about  how 
it  should  be  done  and  what  is  legal. 

Don't  forget,  even  though  you  have  a  permit,  if  a  fire 
starts  from  your  fire  or  incinerator  you  are  still  liable  for  all 
expenses  of  putting  out  the  fire  plus  any  property  damage.

Nurse's  Report  -  Dec.  31,  1974 

Since  inception  in  July,  1970,  the  agency  has  seen  a 
steady  increase  in  the  use  of  its  services.  We  provide  nurs- 
ing care  (which  includes  education,  prevention  and  rehabili- 
tation), physical  therapy  and  occupational  therapy.  No  one 
is  denied  service  due  to  financial  difficulties.  An  individual 
can  be  referred  to  us  by  anyone  and  all  information  is  con- 
fidential. In  Community  Health  Nursing,  family  involvement 
is  of  utmost  importance.  The  family  needs  support  and  gui- 
dance so  they  can  continue  care  between  our  visits..  Teaching 
is  a  vital  component  that  is  incorporated  with  whatever  pro- 
cedures are  ordered  by  the  physician. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  increased  the  hours  of  our  part- 
time  nurse  and  now  are  considering  employing  another  nurse. 
Physical  therapy  visits  have  doubled.

2.  Set  up  immunization  clinics  in  other  towns  according  to 
priority. 

3.  Contract  with  mental  health  center  *o  provide  follow-up 
care. 

4.  Contract  for  homemaker-health  aide  service. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  town  support  and  as  in  the 
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past  we  have  not  requested  any  increase  in  your  per  capita 
assessment.  The  total  town  appropriations  provide  approxi- 
mately dS^c  of  our  budget,  while  the  agency  brings  in  other 
monies  through  annual  fund  drive,  insurances,  welfare,  and 
direct  fees.
